ONLY 44SHIPS 
. WHILE IN WAR]. 


‘ Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Only 
forty four vessels of the navy, includ- 
ing army and cargo transports manned 
by naval crews, were lost from the dec- 


laration.of war, April 6, 1917, until hos- ; 


tilities ceased Nov. 11. And only twelve 
of these were destroyed by enemy sub- 
marines. 

This is revealed by an appendix to 
the annual report of Secretary Dan- 
iels, made public today. Only three of

Wireless communications were 
received by the cabinet from Presi- 
dent Wilson and a report of the 
meeting was sent by wireléss to 
the president, this being the first 
time in American history for such 
a@ maneuver. 


Cabinet Also Invites Marshall. 
The president, it develops, asked Mr. 


Marshall to undertake this function 
before he sailed for France, and early’ 


today Secretary of’ the Treasury Mc- 


Adoo, senior member of the cabinet in 


the absence of Secretary of State Lan- 


sing, called the vice president on the 


telephone and urged him to preside on

In the case of Vogue, the inspiration and 


procedure have been directly opposite. 

The American Vogue had actually achieved 
a sale of some 3,000 copies in Latin 
America before the thought ever occurred 
to me of establishing a Spanish Vogue as 
a separate magazine property and of soli- 


citing advertising for it.. 


- What editoric] inspiration will do is illus- 


trated in the story of the distribution of 
that first edition of the Spanish Vogue. 
The problem of Latin American distribu- 
tion is not simple. There‘ was no central 
agency into which a maga- 
zine’scircutation could be poured. Expense, 
time, distance, precluded the sending of 2 
force of agents.
